there should be replaced by merchant vessels in order to deprive 
the assistance sent to the reconcentrados of an official character. 
Minister Woodford cabled the request to the Washington Govern- 
ment, which replies, refusing to recall Gen. Lee or to countermand 
the orders for the dispatch of the war vessels, making the repre-

SAND STORM 


Rufus 8. Fugatt and His Five 
Sons Tramped Over 500 Miles 


THROUGH A DREARY WASTE. 


THEY NEARLY PERISHED IN THE 
WILDS OF ARIZONA, BUT 
WERE FINALLY RESCUED. 


A STRUGGLE WITH DEATH. 


The Father Tells the Story of Their 
Awful Suffering in the Blind- 
ing Storm of Sand. 


SAN FRANCISCO, Cal., March 4—Rufus 
S. Fugatt and his five sons recently tramped 
500 miles over the desert from Prescott, 
Ariz., enduring incredible hardships before 
reaching Chino, Cal. Mr. Fugatt ‘tells the 
story of the journey. 

His wife hed.deserted them and they made 
up their minds to go to Chino, where they 
had lived before, for work. Having only 
$15, they started about Sept. 20 with two 
donkeys, on which the two youngest boys 
a small tent, a shotgun, shovel and

We lived tor two days with some 
Fima Indians, and gladiy shared taeir fare 
of mesquite beans and baked meat. 

“Krancis and I were so sick in Yuma that 
we could not move. We lived like Indians 
‘on the bank of the muddy Colorado River 
for a week,. while I recovered, TO raise 
money to buy food I traded the last of our 
blankets for $3. With that sum expended 
in pork, jerked beef and crackers for us 
and hay for our donkeys, We started across 
the Colorado aesert. 

“it 1s marve.ous that my little boys did 
not jie down in that sea ot sand and die of 
Sheer exhaustion. Jesse was

“One day we went from dawn until sun- 
set without water.

tank, 

“We could not cook our scanty food on 
the barren waste, for we had no fuel; so 
for eight days our sole diet was raw pork, 
hardtack, stale bread and uncooked canned 
ve getables. 

“We had two candles in our equipment 
and the boys devoured them. At night we 
slept in shailow ditehes that we dug in the 
sand.- We had then not a thing about us 
to keep us warm but our tattered clothes, 

“My two little boys, John and Ralph, 
‘e their shoes out, and for a full week 
they went almost barefooted. At t'mes 
they suffered severely. Blood trickled from 
the wounds In their legs 
were thick tongued from hunger and thirst. 
The sun beat down relentlessly by day and 
the night was stinging, jercing cold as we 
lay in our scooped-out ~ lows of sand. 


“We were near Mesquite, about ninety 
miles from Yuma, when the first sand- 
storm, swept upon us. The wind blew 


great guns and all of us were cut deep 
into our flesh by the blasts. I had the boys 
picket the donkeys as quickly as possible 
by tying the donkeys halters to their own 
waists. 

“We were none too quick, for with a 
stupendous sweep and indescribable awful- 
ness the storm was pee us. It blew, as. 
neariy as we could tell, straight from the 
south. I gathered my boys about me, and, 
stretching the canvas of our tiny tent over 
our heads as we lay on the desert we braved 
the sand storm. Jesse and John burst into} 
tears with terror and hugged close to me. | 
It became as dark as night in three or four | 
minutes. I felt the frightened donkeys not | 


eix feet away tugging at the ropes that 
Finally one of the donkeys broke the rope 
that heid them, and with a hideous sound 
of fright ran away in the darkness.

Spanish divers are con- 
fining their work strictly to an outside examination of the forward hull damaged 
hy the explosion. They are no doubt seeking fo obtain conclusive evidence to off- 
set the story of a bent keel upward and to disprove the torpedo theory by a close 
inspection of such bottom plates as are accessible from the outside. 

They severely criticise the work of the American divers. Divers of both sides 
assert that the other fellows are afraid to fenetrate the wreck and accomplish im- 
portant work. | 

| have endeavored to ascertain what will be the course of procedure of the 
Spanish authorities in the present complications. There is no precedent in Span- 
ish history... The Spanish investigators will file their report with the Admiral pending 
the result of the American Board of Inquiry. If it favors an outside explosion the 
Spanish will insist upon a joint investigation or call on European powers to form 
a board of arbitration.

WASHINGTON, D. C., March 5.—By an evidently concerted movement, of- 
ficials who can speak for the administration have thrown off the secrecy heretofore 
prevailing and are now admitting that the War Department and Navy Department 
are preparing for war. There is no further effort to dismiss the preparations as the 
routine execution of past plans. 

Cabinet officers stated to-day that the preparations now going on were with a 
view to emergencies. These officials desired only that the preparations should not be 
magnified into alarming reports. It was said, however, that 10 concealment was 
desired, or was probable, as the active preparations are now in progress. All that the 
President expects is that the public will view these preparations as natural to the 
existing, state of affairs. His Cabinet associates say he is most anxious to avoid 
the public impression that preparation means that the conviction of war is accepted. 
They say there is no such condition, and that the President is still confident of avoid- 
ing war. g\t the same time he has told his advisers that if the worst is realized their 
departments must be ready to meet the demands upon them. This is the re#@ reason 
for the rush of army and navy work, and the meaning is no longer concealed by 
those having it in charge. , 

Secretaries Alger and Long say that a crisis is not expected,.but they are per- 
forming a duty imposed upon them by being in readiness. 

At the War Department to-day the possibility of the bill giving two additional 
regiments of artillery to the army being defeated was seriously considered. It was 
promptly decided that in the event of sudden necessity the militia could garrison 
seacoast defenses. The National Guard of the various States includes about 5,000 
artillery men. 

Instructions have been given to hasten work upon the forts under construction 
on the Delaware River, for the protection of Philadelphia, and at the entrance of 
Chesapeake Bay, for the protection of Baltimore and Washington.

SHERMAN SAYS THE UNITED STA TES NOW

THE STORY OF ONE MAN 
WHO WAS BLOWN UP. 


Sre-tal to the Post-Dispatch. 

KEY WEST, Fila., March 5.—This is. a 
story of the Maine disaster as told me by 
John Heffron, one of the lost ship’s sail 
ors, 

I fownd him sitting on a pile of cannon 
balls waiting to be carried to the hospital. 


He was suffering greatly from a wound ip 
the leg. The name of his ship was missing 
from his cap, but instead was a band of 
mourning. His eyebrows had been burned 
wey and his arms were swathed in ban- 
ages. ' 

‘Was I on the Maine, sir? Well, I 
wouldn’t be here now all blown to smither- 
eens by the Spaniards if I had not been 
sleeping on the forward upper deck of the 
Maine when we were blown out of the wa- 
ter. I have a wife and’ six children living 
on Halsey street, Brooklyn. I am going 
home to them as soon as I am well enough 
to move. 

“We were blown up by sneaks, who had 
been planning to do it for a long while. 
That’s what makes every man of us mad 
when we think about it. Two days before 
the explosion took place I was wandering 
around on shore in Havana when I ran into 
a party of Spanish sailors from the Alfonso 
XII. One of them could speak English. He 
shouted out to me: ‘We can do you up in 
five minutes if we want to, and I think that 
is what will happen’to you before we get 
through with you.’ . 

‘We had strict orders from our officers 
not to fight, no matter what happened, oth- 
erwise I would have knocked the yellow 
face down. When I lay ona pile of hot iron 
after the explosion I thought of that man’s 
words. 

‘The Spaniards picked me up in a boat 
and took me to a wharf, where some one 
undertook to pour brandy down my throat. 
My tongue was terribly scorched, and that 
brandy nearly set it on fire. By and by 
they loaded me on an express wagon and 
carted me about the city from one hospital 
to another. Everywhere they said all the 
beds were occupied and there was no room 
for me. 

“After about three hours of jostling I 
asked one of the Spaniards for a father 
confessor end told them that I was a Cath- 
ollie. As scon as told them that their 
manner changed. They took me back to 
one of the hospitals where I had been re- 
fused and I had no difficulty in getting ad- 
mitted. 

“I am going back to Brooklyn to re-en- 
list as soon as I can. I am not as young 
as I once was. but I am young enough to 
load a magazine gun that is’ going to be 
fired at a Spanish warship.”’

ONLY MEN ARE NEEDED TO MAN COAST GUNS.

WASHINGTON, March 6.—Russell A. Al- 
ger, Secretary of War, to-night dictated the 
following statement concerning the condi- 
tion of the United States Army to a Post- 
Dispatch representative: 

_. “The *Tnited States Army, for its size, is in 
Sbeoluvely perfect condition, in arms, equip- 
ment and everything that can make up the 
efficiency of the army. 

“Of course, we expect !t willl be aug- 
mented by the increase of two regiments of 
artillery, which I recommended in my last 
annual report. We have plenty of skilled 
4men to drill the new recrults to be provided 
for by the pasage of the act calling for two 
additional regiments. 

“What we need just now is men to man 
the ponderous guns which are now in posi- 
tion on our coasts, and I think this emer- 
gency will be amply provided for, 

"When I made my recommendations last 
fall, I had in mind jhe fact that we were 

utting in these héivy guns, and I saw 
Prat it would require skilled men to man 
them. Then, too, mem are needed for the 

reservation and care of our guns, and it 
8 just as well that there men be secured 
now as at some future time, 

“The best way to avoid warts to be ready 
for it always.

MADRID, March 5.—The Pais (Revolu- 
tionary) of late criticises the sugges- 
tions made by the “National’’ for ending 
the Cuban trouble. These suggestions are: 
First, the evacuation of the island in con- 
sideration of awn indemnity of $400,000,000, as 
proposed by Geh, Gomez.

Third, the continuance of the present 
state of affairs, namely Galvez and Mon- 
toro adeninistrating and Blanco and Pando 
fighting. 
A simple method commends Itself to the 
Pais. It points out that no one who has 
eyes can have failed to see that the real 
seat of war is not in Cuba, but in the 
United States, adding: 
“There is the real center of action of the 
filibusters; thence have come men, arms 
and munitions of war. It is the United 
States, who by constant threats, have suc- 
ceeded in keeping Spain in a position of 
manifest inferiority; it is the United States 
who have spread throughout the world, by 
lies and chicanery, the fable of our cruelty, 
seeking thereby to justify acts on their part 
which otherwise would be incapable of jué- 
tification. . The war we carry on in Cuba 
is good business for the Yankee merchants, 
the small sum they pay for keeping it 
ablaze being amply remunerated by the ad-

FLORIDA QUARANTINE LAWS 
MAY CAUSE FRICTION. 


WASHINGTON, March 6.—There is prom- 
ise of a new and unwelcome development 
of the Maine affair that, in the end, may 


lead up to an issue between the Government 
of the United States and the State of Fior- 
ida, if the officials of the State indorse the 
stand taken by the local officials at Key 
West. The latter have notified Admiral 
Sicard that on the list of next month they 
yropose to enforce the State quarantine 
aw against all craft arriving from Cuba 
as a measure of prevention against the in- 
troduction of yellow fever. 

The notice indicates that the law will be 
applied to the naval vessels, and in view 
of the serious interruptions such interfer- 
ence with the free movements of his ships 
would cause, Admiral Sicard has reported 
the facts to the Navy Department and 
awaits instructions. 

The department officials cannot tolerate 
with equanimity the stoppage of guch craft 
as the Mangrove and the Fern, on their 
errands of mercy, nor delavs that may re- 
eult in the prosecution of the work of the 
wreckers engaged on the Maine’s hull, and 
in the work of the Court of Inquiry. The 
President himself probably will communi- 
cate with the Governor of Florida with a 
view to securing an abatement of the law, 
so far as it is proposed to apply to naval 


vessels, this being _ speediest manner 
of dealing with the Mase, although it may 
be stated that the national Government 


never has recognized the right of any local 
authorities to stop its vessels in case their 
movements were deemed necessary.

HAVANA, Via Key West, March 5.—It Is 
the general belief in this city that the Court 
of Inquiry will not charge the Spanish Gov- 


ernment with complicity in the destruction 
of the Maine. 

It is even possible the court may go #0 
far as to say it believes the Government 
was not a party to the dtsaster by having 
either directly or indirectly ordered the 
explosion of the mine at the particular mo- 
ment when it was fired, 

Probably the question as to who did it 
will not be settled by the court. The mem- 
bers, it is understood, as well as other 
naval officers, show great reluctance to 
believe that the Spanish Government 
Bpowingy ordered the destruction of the 
Maine. ut even if it was an individual 
conspiracy the responsibility of the Spanish 

vernment is not decreas ause it 
forced the Maine to anchor where it did. 

There is no question that the report will 
clearly show that the disaster was not due 
to an explosion on board the ship, and 
but for Spanish complicity it would never 
have happened.

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MRS. CHARLES H. BAILEY, the Mission Preacher. 


“Boys,” sald the woman preacher, as she 
shook her finger with kindly menace at a 
motiey gathering at the Seventh 6treet 
Mission, “you curse, you swear, you drink 
—maybe you steal and murder; I don't know 
what you don’t do. Kut the Lord does 
know. You are dirty. You are filthy, in- 
side and outside. The Bible says your bod- 
jes are the temple of God. What kind of a 


tempie are you making for Him?” 

The woman was thrusting the knife of 
truth into as strange and dangerous a 
crowd as ever got together in the purlieus 
of a great city. Probably a man would 
hardly have dared to state the facts in so 
blunt and forceful a way. A few pel on. 
men were there. Hoboes predominated. 
Whisky soaked through the faces of many. 
Two at least showed evidences of recent 
scraps, one having a badly blackened eye 
and the other a long patch on his skull. 

Big, brutalized, ugly fellows sat con- 
gee | near the fire and warmed them- 
eelves. Shamefaced boys, in the bitterness 
of their firet poverty, tried to sing the 
Gospel hymns, and little girls—pale, pinched 

k in the eounda of the 
preacher's voice and the songs of the eing- 
ers as though their souls were athirst. ‘ 

The preacher was Mrs. C. H, Bailey— 
Mother Bailey they call ‘her in the slums— 
who has been conducting a revival at 105 
South Seventh street. A remarkable wom- 
an ehe is, too, and the amount of good 
ehe has accomplished among the poor and 
the outcast of this city no man may esti- 
mate, 

Mrs, Bafley has been seven years in m's- 
sion work, until her kindly face ise known 
to thousands of poor, haunted and dis- 
tressed people. She is the daughter of a 
Methodist minister, and was born in Brock- 

ort, N. Y., not far from the city of Roches- 

er, 

“T always counted myself a Christian,” she 
faid to a Post-Dispatch reporter, “but 
didn’t know the meaning of the word until 
10 years azo, when the Lord fald me ona 
bed of sickness with paralysis. I had time 
to think. I saw then the vain-glorious char- 
acter of my own life, and resoived that if I 
should ever becomes strong enough 1 would 
devote myself to the service of the Master. 
I] was restored to health. My good husband, 
grateful for my restoration to health, con- 
sented that I ahould enter the misison field, 
and although he is a busy man he still goes 
about with me at night and helps and en- 
courages me.” 

Mrs. Balley’s work is not restricted to the 
city. In the summer time she goes, when- 
ever she can, into the country, where num- 
bers of men are gathered for employment, 
and preaches to them in the woods, Last 
summer she held a meeting at Shione, not 
very far from Williamsville, Mo. To reach 
it ahe had to travel 22 miles in @ wagon, over 
a rough country road, but she had a ereat 
revival there, Peopie came from all the 
surrounding country and she talked to them 
in the homely way that characterizes her 
direct talks to oity people. 

Mrs, Bailey f rather tall and of fine fic- 


| 
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ure. Her complexion is dark, Ner large 
eyes lustrously brown and her prematurely 
whitened hair is brushed pompadour over 
her broad forehead. She dresses becoming- 
ly and with due regard for that which is 
sober and modest in the latest fashions. 

When speaking to Friday night's audience 
she wore a handséme little black velvet 
bonnet, trimmed with white and purple 
feathers, and a very dark brown dress, 
trimined with ecru braid and black lace. 
She talks rather hesitatingly at times, and 
whenever ehe gets crowded for another line 
of thought she falls back upon a chapter 
from the Bible. It ts manifest that her 
power consists of the homeliness of her 
truths and the motherliness with which she 
drives home the solemn warnings of holy 
writ. A dash of socialism here and there 
helps to establish the bond of sympathy be- 
tween the outcasts of earth and the lowly 
carpenter who came to save the lost and 
who deliberately ate with publicans and 
sinners. 

‘Brewers and saloon keepers and tobarc- 
conists live in palaces, sometimes,” ghe 
Says. “hey ride in their carriages and 
wear costly jewels. You willingly take 
your money and give it to them. What do 
you get? Half-clad wives, shoeless chil- 
dren, cheerless and poverty-stricken homes. 
You go about ragged and so foul-smelling 


that decent people avoid you on the etreets 
when they can. Blame yourselves boys. 
Your bodies are the temples of God. You 


are destroying yourselves with rum and 
beer and tobacco, and if you don’t stop it 
the rd cannot recognize you When you 
come to stand before the judgment seat. 
You know the awful things you do; and, 
worst of all, your soul is going down for- 
ever amid the ruins of the bodily temple.”’ 

Thus she runs on for half an hour, piling 
upon the sin-cursed crowd the record of 
their misdeeds. Do they listen? Yes, with 
@ patience and a reverential awe that is 
surprising. The other night there had been 
prayers and preaching and spirityal songs. 
At the close Mrs. Bailey asked all who de- 
sired the prayers of Christians to hold up 
their hands. 

Four or ifive of the crowd of 200 responded 
hesitatingly. 

“Boys,” said the preacher, @haking her 
finger at them, “I agn afraid the most of 
xen came here for the loaves and the 

shes.”’ 

She referred to the free lunch that was 
to follow the services. But the crowd did 
not even smile. If there Was any joke 
about the charge, they failed to gee it, and 
if it was an insinuation, they were too 
hungry to resent it. 

Mrs. Bailey lives In a substantial home 
near Twenty-elghth and Dickson streets, 
and she has been a resident of 8t. Lou's 
for BD years. Her husband is a book- 
keeper. It is Mrs. Bailey’s present ambi- 
tion to enlarge and widen the usefulness 
of the Seventh Street Mission House accord 
ing to plans she has in prospect. She has 
now contributory help from the band of 
“Willing Workers,”” and @ young preacher 
from filinols, Rev. Edward Schupp, whose 
pepqmence has already begun to attract at-

LONDON, March 6.—Queen Victoria's eld- 
est son has throughout his long and some- 
what eventful career figured in many dif- 
ferent roles, sometimes in a manner to ex- 
tort admiration, but more often in a way 
that could not fail to bring down upon his 
head criticisms of the harshest kind. 

But of all the parts that he has played, 
and they are numerous, there is not one in 
Which he has achieved go great a success 
as in that of horse dealer. 

People who are eng@ged in the horse 
trade are notoriously wideawake and intel- 
lectually smart. That the Prince of Wales 
should be able to coin large sums of money 
by selling horses furnishes his fature sub- 
jects with the guarantee that they may ex- 
pect in him a capable ruler, since a man 
who can get the better of sporting men as 
a vender of horsefiesh may certainly be 
relied upon to worst his fellow sovereigns 
and foreign statesmen in matters of state- 
craft, for there is much analogy between 
the latter and horse dealing, each consist- 
ing of a frantic endeavor to the advant- 
age, by fair meansior by foul, of the person 
with whom one is negotiating. 

The Prince of Wales has advantages, how- 
ever, which are not within the reach of his 
fellow-horse dealers, advantages which are 
of such a nature as to enable him to well 
nigh defy competition. In addition to the 
horsefiesh, he is able to offer to the pur- 
chaser royal recognition and acquaintance. 
And these in England go for much, since 
they mean soci distinction and status, 
There are @ number of new-fledged multi- 
millionaires, some of them of the most ap- 
palling vulgarity, who have secured during 
the last three years social currency solely 
and entirely because at the annual spring 
auction sale of the Prince of Wales’ horses 
at Wolverton, nedr Sandringham, they bid 
Sone areoen tor the royal horses put up for 
sale. 

Among the number have been Col. North, 
“the Nitrate King;” the late Barney Bar- 
nato, John Robinson of South African 
fame; Maple, the retail cheap furniture 
dealer af Tottenham Court Road in Lon- 
don, and last, but not least, Mr. Hooley, 
the most ostentatious and vulgar of the 
lot, all of whom may be said to have re- 
ceived the social hall mark of their future 
King by having been invited to stay at 
Sandringham as guests of the Prince and 
Princess of Wales. 

For years the Prince has been breeding 
hackneys, thoroughbreds and shire horses 
at Sandringham. For a long time the en- 
terprise was of a most costly and unremun- 
erative character. But for the last five 
years it has begun to pay enormously, the

Legiti- 
conditions continue bearish, and the 
majority of traders are of the opinion that 
wheat prices are too high, but with almost 
the entire contract wheat stock in the 
hands of the bull ¢! Que, and the market 
entirely under the control of the manipula- 
tors, it is too risky to sel) short and the 
trade is inclined to await developments 
The result !s that the market is dull and 
dragging, with the trading Principally of a 
scalping nature, by a few of the bolder 
operators. 

Shipments of wheat from Argentine con- 
tinue to increase, and shipments from In- 
dia are also growing heavier while the in- 
dications are that there will be a large 
exportable surplus of wheat from that 
country, , 

Crop conditions continue exceNent and 
with a few weeks’ more of good weather a 
large crop will be practically assured, while 
the high prices prevailing will insure a 
large average of spring wheat. 

Conditions in Europe are equally as favor- 
able as those of America, and not a single 
country thas sent a bad report; the crup 
condition everywhere being above the aver- 
age at this season of the year, and indica- 
tions promising. " , 

The visible supply is\decreasing much less 
rapidly than it decreased a year ago, and 
exports are growing much lighter. Receipts 
at primary points continue heavy and are 
running much heavier than they did a year 
ago, while local reeeipts are also much 
heavier. Prices in Liverpool are entirely 
out of line with the markets on this side 
and the export business is dull in conse- 
quence. 

The demand for cash wheat is slow, and 
while offerings of choice wheat bring good 
prices, ordinary or inferior grades are dit- 
ficult of sale and millers are decidedly in- 
different. 

Local stocks of wheat are about the same 
asa week ago and there are no indications 
that there will ‘be any heavy shipments in 
the near future. 

Stocks of contract twheat in St. ‘Louis 
are over three times as large as a year ago 
and legitimate conditions much more bear- 
ish, yet prices are from 12 to 13 cents high- 
er than last year. 

Wheat is selling for fully 30c per bushe! 
less on the Pacific coast than jn Chicago, 
and a Minneapolis firm is reported buying 
large quantities for ‘astern shipment. This 
will probabiy be used for mixing purposes 
and would seem to indicate that the longs 
in € hicago will get another flood of wheat 
when the time for the delivery of wheat 
on May contracts arrives. 


It is now an undisputed fact that the 
consumption of wheat is much less than it 
has been for a number of years and the 
mixing of flour has grown to such alarming 
proportions that it threatens to permanent- 
ly affect the demand for wheat. 

At the beginning of the present season 

the visible supply of waeat was nearly 
32,000,000 bushels less than it was at the 
beginning of the previous crop season, and 
yet, in spité of the phenominally heavy ex- 
ports the visible supply is now only about 
9,000,000 bushels less than it was a year 
ago. According to Beerbohm, on Feb. 15 
the world’s visible supply of wheat, includ- 
ing the stocks in America east of the Rock- 
ies, stocks afloat for Europ@ stocks 
English, Russian and French ports and 
thése at Antwerp, Berlin, Danzig and 
Stettin ‘was 112,600,000 bushels, or only 22,- 
00,000 bushels smaller than a year ago, and 
this is more than offset by the increased 
invisible supply, as stocks of wheat in 
farmers’ hands in the United States are es- 
timated at fully 50,000,000 bushels more than 
they were a year ago and stocks of wheat 
at Argentine ports are over 3,000,000 bushels 
iarger than @ year ago. 
Russian shipments of wheat to Europe 
are increasing instead of decreasing, and 
English farmers’ deliveries of wheat con- 
tinue heavy. 


in 


The market in corn has been rather 
and prices have to some extent followed the 
fluctuations in wheat. Conditions are some- 
what more bullish and the feeling is decid- 
edly firmer. 

Offerings of cash corn are comparatively 
light and there has been a fair demand. 
Local receipts are lighter than a year ago 
and the export demand is fairly active. 
The clearances of corn are running heav- 
ler than those of wheat and flour and there 
is no indication of any decided falling off 
in the near future. he visible sup 4 is 
increasing, but the total stocks, including 
the stocks in farmers’ hands, are much 
lighter than a year ago and are decreasing 
rapidly. Prices may suffer in sym athy in 
case of a heavy break in wheat, but oth- 
erwise the market looks strong. 

Oats have been strong and prices have 
advanced steadily. The cash demand has 
been excellent while offerings were light 
and the local receipts much lighter than a’ 
year ago. 

No. 2 white oate during the week sold a‘ 
30 cents per bushe] on track, which is the 
highest ice realized in several years, and 
higher than the price of No. 2 white corn. 
Mixed oats were also strong and higher and 
all offerings meet with ready eale at good

prices. 
In the speculative market there were few 
sellers and trad ng was consequently light,

PLENTY OF EARLY VEGETABLES 


Every Variety Now Coming Into the 
Market From Louisiana Truck 
Farmers—Car Loads of Celery. 


It will be news to the general pubdilc to 
learn that St. Louis parties are now\mak- 
ing big profits shipping eggs to Alaska. 
The Klondike ftegions will soon be flooded 
with fresh eggs from this market. The 
eggs will not go out ip the usual way, St. 
Louis has an egg dessicating company, 
where the hen fruit is dried and reduced to 
a powdered condition. It is then put U9), in 
sealed cans and is thereafter safe for any 
port in the universe, being in such shape 
and condition as to be impervious to either 
heat or cold. Hundreds of cases of eggs 
have been so handied the past few weeks, 
and every steamer bound to the Kiondike 
for months to corne will have some of this 
food for the miners and others invading 
Alaska. The protits to the shippers are re~- 
garded as immense. 

Eggs are here in abundance ayd at prices 
that place them within. the reach of all. 
There is really no margin visible between 
this city and any Wastern markets. The 
local demand is heavy and consumes the 
bulk of the current receipts. Our recelpts 
are not as large as they should be at this 
time, 


Quantities of early vegetables, embracing 
@ great variety, continue to come here @v- 
ery morning by express from Louisiana, 
mainly from New Orleans. The prices are 
so low and the offerings so plenty and va- 
ried that our home gardens are dismayed 
at the outlook. Never before did this early 
stuff from the South reach our market 60 
early in the season, nor in such abundance, 
and there is no let up to the big receipts. 
-oeiaanes must be a paradise for truc 

fa ers. They have not evidently suffered 
by the several severe frosts that bore down 
so heavily on adjoining States. 

Dealers and consumers alike will be sur- 
prised to learn that no less than five car 
loads of celery came in here during the 
last week from California. It is amazing 
what a variety of products the Golden State 
manages to turn out in Jarge quantities, at 
just the time when she has practically no 
competition in any market in the country. 
The era of speculation is passed. No show 
any more for bare markets or high prices 
for any commodity. Our various soils and 
still more varied climates are equal to the 
task of giving us either fresh fruit or fresh 
vegetables any month in.the year and at 
reasonable prices. 


The cabbage market, which has been 80 
crowded for months, is at last beginning 
to improve. The first receipts from Florida 
uppeared last week and although prices are 
only $1.00 to $1.25 a crate, still these figures 
leave something for the shipper. The de- 
mand for the new crop will steadily im- 
prove, as the old supply shows each day 
more injury through the hard frosts it has 
been exposed to so long. Louisiana, Texas 
and Florida are looking for paying markets 
and Alabama will soon be added to the list. 

The market is almost bare of strawber- 
ries, an unusual thing for March in late 
years. Another freeze in Florida about 
two weeks ago is responsible for the scay- 
city of the luscious berry at this time. New 
supplies are promised for the coming week. 
Alim, Texas, and several other shipping 
,0ints in that portion of the Lone Star 
State got started last week, but other mar- 
kets have apparently attracted the fruit 
and temporarily, but for a brief period, 
our market is poorly supplied. The favor- 
able weather the last few days sharpened 
the public appetite for the strawberry. 

The apple market is entirely too dull and 
slow to meet the views of speculators who 
have still a good many in cold storage. 
Country stores, farmers’ barns and cellars 
continue to disgorge and the winter has been 
so favorable for carrying the fruit In this 
natural storage that it is coming out in 
splendid condition, and supplying a good 
portjon of the local demand. e next ® 
daysit is generally conceded will reduce to 
a small amount the ‘holdings of St. Louis- 
ans. 

The potato market fs tn such a condition 
that about one-half the receivers and dealers 
do not understand why the other half con- 
tinue to order the “spuds,” as they declare 
they can’t figure out $ a car on any (ran- 
saction in sight. . Thus each firm remains tn 
the fight in the belief that his neighbor will 
finally yield and stop ordering them, and 
give the market a chance to afford a living 
margin. 

Tomatoes are scarce here at present, ana 
the prices are the highest pald in years. 
The many late frosts in Florida are respon- 
sible for the scarcity. Mexican tomatoes 
have been on the streets for weeks, but the 
quality is not equal to the Florida product, 
and prices are correspondingly lower than 
those paid for the latter stock. 

Poultry comes along so steadily that the 
prices remain even and shippers and fro- 
ducers can figure closely vn results or net 
proceeds. The fat stock coming itn from 
all points indicate a great abundance of 
feed everywhere. The farmers appear to 
be steadily improving the breeds, for the 
lightweights ang scalawags that were so 
nlenty a few years ago have almost entirely 
disappeared. The average chicken coming 
in now will make a meal for a good sized 
family, and is a regular boon to boarding 
housekeepers, who no longer go shopping 
for superannuated roosters. °

SEATTLE, Wash., March 5.—The best 
real estate deal in Dawson City thus far 
was made by Pat Galvin. He bought a lot 
for $15 in November, 189%, and sold it for

It has advanc 
a step or two now and then, but has al- 
ways been driven back by circumstan¢ces 
or the opposition of the Council. It is now 
exactly where it started. 

There is less prospect now of getting into 
wposition to let the contract than there was 
two years and two months ago.

Jan. 17, 1896, the Board of Public Im- 

provements adopted and recommended to 
the Council an ordinance providing for the 
letting of the contract for either are or m- 
candescent lights for a term of 20 years. 
It dragged in the Assembly but was finally 
passed, and on Dec, 16, 1896, the board au- 
thorized President McMath to advertise for 
bids. The city’s interests had been so well 
guarded by the terms of the ordinance 
that when the board met on April 9, 1897, 
to open the bids, no bids were there to 
open, 
April 30, 1897, another ordinance was ap- 
proved and sent to the Coagincil. It called 
for bids for lighting the st ts for 20 years 
with electricity, for Iighting them 2% years 
with gas, for constructing and leasing to 
the city for 30 years a® electric light piant, 
and for constructing a gas plant and leasing 
it to the city for WW years. 

The Council, on motion of Mr. Heckel,. on 
June 18, 1897, sent a communication to the 
board recommending that bids be asked for 
lighting for alternative terms of 10 and 20 
years. ; 

The same day it was received the board 
approved another odinance calling not only 
for bids for terms of 10 and 2 years, but 
for five and 15 yearg as we'l. 

Both houses of the Assembly passed the 
bill in that shape, and on Aug. 10, 1897, it 
was approved by Mayor Ziegenhein and be- 
came a law. It was known as ord.nance 
19,095, and repealed ordinance 18,681, tha one 
first passed, and under which no bids were 
‘received. 

Sept. 17, 1897, the board set Sept. 28 fora 
special meeting at which representatives 
of the lighting companies were invited to 
appear and make suggestions or criticisms, 

At that public hearing attorneys of the 
Missouri-Edison Electric Light Co, and the 
Laclede Gaslight Co, attacked the validity 
of the ordinance. 

The stenographic proceedings of the 
hearing were submitted to City Coungelor 
Marshall for an opinion. He sustained the 
position of the attorneys and declared the 
ordinance illegal, because it called for al- 
ternative bids. 

Dec. 7, 1897, the board approved an ordi- 
nance calling for bids for lighting the city 
for 15 years with electricity. The Council 
filed it and adopted a resolution asking the 
board to send it a 10-year ordinartce. 

Dec. 28, 1897, an ordinance was approved 
and recommended to the Council providing 
for asking bids for lighting with electricity 
for 10 years. 

Feb. 8, 1898, the Council sent a communi- 
cation to the board requesting it to send 
down an ordinance providing for a contract 
of only five years’ duration. 

So strong was the conviction of the board 
that a longer term contract was for the 
best interests of the city that along with 
an ordinance providing for a five-year e.ec- 
tric light contract and another providing 
for a five-year gas contract it sent another 
roviding for a lé-year electric light con- 
ract. 

Duplicates of the ordinances were also 
sent to the House of Delegates in the hope 
that it might do something if the Council 
did not. 

Last Tuesday night the Council filed the 
five-year gas ordinance and the 15-year elec- 
tric light ordinance. Mr. Carroll spent 
some Sarcasm on the board for its pre- 
sumption in showing its preference for a 
long term contract by sending down the 
15-year ordinance. 

The five-year electric light ordinance went 
over to Friday night and was then filed on 
motion of Mr. Carroll, who opposed it be- 
cause {It meade no provision for the Nghting 
of the public buildings.

ALASKA’S MOUNTAINS. 


‘SOLID LEDGE 70 FEET DEEP. 


A Chilkat Indian Tradition Which 
Will Not Down, and Which Has 
Some Proof of Being True. 


SAN FRANCISCO, 
new mining regions, 
its tradition of a 


March 6.—Like all 
the Klondike has 
lost mine. The story 
has been woven from many threads 
and has made so deep an _ impression 
upon Henry Dumont that he will lead 
a small expedition -into the mountains 
southeast of Pelly Banks. He believes 
_that he wily find the mother lode from 
' which the gold i‘n Eldorado and RBonan- 
za creeks has drifted in the march of 


ages. 
Dumont, who returned fram the Klon- 
dike last fall after a residence of ten 


years upon the upper Yukon River, tells 
this story: 

| “Six years ago I camped at the junc- 
tion of Eldorado and Bonanza, never 
dreaming that tons of gold lay under my 
feet. Four Chilkat Indians were with me. 
We had been prospecting for gold and 
hunting, but with little success. The gold 
in the Kiondike les..so close to bedrock 
that nobody would find it by the ordinary 
method of prospecting the creeks. So wea 
were about to float down the Yukon when 
a party of three Chilkats came into the 
camp. Each one had a small bagful of the 
finest nuggets I ever saw. My eyes nearly 
rolled to the ground. In reply to inquiries 
they said that they had traded pieces of 
red cotton cloth for the nuggets with a 
Chilkat who lived away in the mountains 
named Koolosh. They said that this Indian 


lived in a cave reached by climbing a great 
ledge, which, from its peculiar form, was 
called the Heart of the Rock. Koolosh, 
they said, had carved notches into this 
ledge. which was 500 feet in height. He | 
permitted no Indias to visit his cave. Ha 
descended with the nuggets and did his 


trading near a smal! creek five miles away. 

“Koolosh, these Indians said, had told 
them that the nuggets were found along the 
bed of an old creek in the cave, and that 
away at the-end of the cave, two miles from 
the entrance, there was a ledge of solid gold 

i that reached from side to side, a distance of 
'70 feet. The mine had first been discovered 
| by his grandfather and the secret had been 
' well kept. It could be easily guarded by one 
manat the top, because only one man could 
ascend at a time, 

“The Chilkats are very simple minded, 
and it never occurred to these Indians to 
follow the old man to his cave. @Gne Indians 
with me took no stock in the story, for the 
Alaskan Indians are notorious Lars. I had 
few provisions and would not undertake the 
risk of a journey upon a story like this. I 
purchased a good lot of the nuggets, and the 
Chilkats who brought them separated and 
went down the river. 

“IT had almost forgotten inis adventure 
when I met George Somers early last spring 
He is an old timer in the North and was 
employed for years by a factor at a Hud- 
son Bay post. We met on the Dyea trail, 
mony | one night while we were in camp he 
Said: 

“Dumont, did you ever hear of a ledzé 
in Alaska called “Heart of Rocks?’ 

“I nearly jumped out of my skin. I told 
him of my exper_.ence with the Chilkats, 
and then to my amazement he told of the ar- 
rival of a party of Indians at a post on the 
the other s'de of the range 30 years before 
he went to the country. The men had 
many nuggets and told almost precisely 
the same story of the mine of solid gold. 
The story had been a sort of Indian tradi- 
tion at Hudson Bay posts ever since. 

“Now, then, Somers and I began to fig- 
‘ure where all of these nuggets brought 
, down the river by Indians in the past years 
i: had come from. Every old trapper will tell 
/ you that these nuggets were not found on 
' the creeks which have been prospected. 
“After hearing the story of Somers I vis- 

ted the coast settlements of the Chilkats, 
and, after days of investigation, found that 
| the story of a mysterious mine was more 
(or less corroborated by tradition. I found 
one man who sald he heard of the ‘Heart of 

Rock.’ Somers and I went to work togeth- 
er. Al) last summer we searched to find the 
three Chilkats whom I met six years ago. 
4 SOnemeG in the fall that two of them had 
died, . 

“TI came to San Francisco, and only three 
weeks ago received a letter from my part- 
ner teiling me that the Indian for whom we 
are jocking is trapping on the Upper Yukon. 
Somers has gone after him, and I will burry 
along when my trading outfit is ready” 


SOME GRABLE TRANSACTIONS.

' stated to have been drawn by the defend- 
ant on Feb. 18, 1897. on the Security Trust 
Co. to the order of Francis C. Grable, in- 
dorsed by Grable and John E. Andrus, and 
which check remains unpaid. Bradley avers 
that he gave the check to Grable on Feb. 
18, 1897, but 't was not presented for pay- 
ment until Jan. 8, 189, when Arkell pre- 
sented it, that on or about April 15, 1897. 
he (Bradley) made a full settlement with 
Grable of the accounts between them. itn- 
cluding the emnount of the check. which 
check Grable agreed to return_to him.

| Went to visit her mother. 

Mrs. Slupsky told the girl she would re- 
turn at 5 o'clock and instructed her to make 
preparations for the evening meal. At the 

| time Mrs. Slupsky left the girl was scrub- 
' bing the kitchen floor. 

The condition of the kitchen floor shows 
'that the girl stopped her work almost 
where she nad begun. The bathroom showed 
|that she had used the tub, and the body in 
death was clothed in the girl's best clothes. 
She had dofted her working dress and 
donned a suit of black cashmere, new shoes 
and a black hat that she wore on Sundays 
Was on a tabie in the death chamber. 

: bullet from a revolver helped end her 

ife, 

The gas turned on full force in the room 
did a share. 

Though the bullet plowed entirely through 
the head, entering the right temple, and 
crushing the left temple, there is aiso in- 
dication of asphyxiation. 

The g.rl carefully shut the door of the 
room; closed the transom, drew the blinds 
and fastened the window. The charred 
ashes of paper, near where the body lay, 
rise to the belief that she wrote a 
’ letter and then destroyed it. 

When Mr. Slupsky returned from his of- 
fice at the City Hall, at 6:20 o’clock he saw 
a crowd gathered at the front door. His 
first impression was that some accident 
had happened to a member of the family. 
He was soon reassured on this point and 
then seemed to think he had cause for griev- 
ance. “I can’t see,” eaid he, “why she 
turned the gas on.

It was a whole 
room full. 

‘“‘And then the police officer lit the gas all 
over the house. I don’t see what right he 
had to do this. But the girl was a mighty 
fine little woman. She was quiet, good 
mannered and never had any men callers 
I paid her $1.50 Saturday. She needed it to 
get a new pair of shoes and she got them. 

‘“T am certain that she was not accus- 
tomed to hard work. She told my wife that 
she was not accustomed to this; that her 
eve! were once well off. She was well edu- 
cated: 

The police found nothing in the house to 
further identify the girl, and the body was 
removed to the Morgue. At 11 o’clock the 
identity was fully established by Charles 
Le Ruez, a brother of the girt, who called 
at the Morgue. Then it became known 
that the giri’s mother is dying. 

“This is awful!” he sobbed. “I expected 
that Maggie would come home; so di 
mother. All week she has been praying for 
Saturday, when Margarette would come.’”’ 

‘We are not rich; we are not in comfort- 
able circumstances. Father, who made big 
wages in the East, drawing and doing color 
work on lithographs, lost his position and 
his health. He thought everything of Mag- 
gie. She was the pet of us all and was 
given the best of everything. Father spent 
a lot of money educating her. 

“She tried to secure a position In an of- 
fice but she could not. She did not want 
to be a domestic. Her pride fought. against 
it, but still she knew that we were almost 
destitute. 
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PLEA FOR MONITORS 


CAPT. STUYVESANT POINTS OUT 
TO THE LOYAL LEGION THEIR 
GOOD QUALITIES. 


‘The monitor is a fighting ship stripped to 
thea. waist and has no solar plexus.” 

This was the way Capt. M. S. Stuyvesant, 
a retired United States Navy officer, ex- 
pressed himself in discussing warships in 
an address before the Loyal Legion last 
night. 

The purpose of Capt. Stuyvesant’sa ad- 
dress was to awaken interest in naval af- 
fairs and create a feeling in favor of monit- 
tors instead of battleships. 

“If the United States means to have a 
definite foreign policy,” he said in parf, 
“she ought to have the means to main- 
tain it. It ls a good time now to think of 
this when a crisis is confronting the coun- 
try. One thing is certain. Spain must get 


oat of Cuba. If she tries to stay she may 
have all the fight she wants. 

“The United States has not the same need 
for battleships as the European countries. 
The old world is under arms. Causes for 
War may arise at any time. 

“The position of the United States ts dif- 
ferently situated. She has no foreign col- 
onies, no conquests to make, no coaling 
places to fortify. 

“For the protection of her rights on the 
seas abroad the armored cruiser is all suf- 
ficient, There is no necessity for the United 
States to maintain battleships. Double tur- 
reted monitors are better fighting machines. 

“The modern battleship presents above 
the water line a target of 350 feet, and amid- 
ships a target of 3) feet by 1530 feet. The 
monitor presents no portion of its hul) as 
a target, and no target amidships. The 
modern battleship is at once a gun plate 
form, a ram and a torpedo boat. It is too 
much to expect of one ship. 

“The lives of 300 men are too many to trust 
to one boat and $5,000,000 is too much money 
to put into a fighting matchine. 

‘‘Battleships soon outlive their usefulness. 
As in everything else styles in warships are 
constantly changing. The montior is always 
the same. It is not subject to change of 
Style. It can enter ports to which a battle- 
ship cannot gain access. Its guns can be 
fired in any direction. fIt is a better gun 
platform in any weather. 

“Tt can be built in one year at a cost of 
$1,500,000. With 30 monitors on the At- 
lantic arid Gulf Coasts and 10 along the 
Pacific, the United States would not need 
a single battleship. 

“In making future contracts the Govern- 
ment should consult the line officers of the 
navy. It would find sentiment overwhel- 
mingly in favor of monitors. St. Louis is 
an inland city. If her conservative men 
would unite in asking that monitors be 
built, Instead of yey the appeal 
would have greater weight an if ft came 
from a yr city, as there could be no 
suspicion of self interest.”’

BALTIMORE HAS 
ANOTHER BUILDER, 


Gus Whitehead Has Made a 
Voyage of Four and a Half 
Miles and an Indiana 


Man Has Also 
Sailed. 
BALTIMORE, ™M4d., March 6.—‘‘Gus”’ 


Whitehead of this city has invented an air- 
ship with which he has flown four and a 
haif miles across a valley, starting from 
the top of a mountain 2000 feet high, with a 
run of 80 feet, says the Herald. The wind 
at the time was blowing at the rate of 
twenty-two miles an hour. He alighted in 
safety. During a)! his experiments he has 
only had one fall, and that, luckily, into 
the water, though even then he was badly 
bruised. 

Mr. Whitehead first became interested in 
fi ‘ing machines as the result of many hours 
of study of the flight of birds. He started 
in on the ground floor, so to speak. He 
studied the works of former g inventors, 
tested the machines which had been Duilt 
went up in a soaring machine, and paid 
great attention to the winds and currents 
of the air. Ali this information he studied 
thoroughly before he tried his hand at mak- 
ing fiying machines. 

he condor, the great South Ameriéan 
bird, has been Whitehead’s model. for his 
latest machine. During a sojourn in that 
part of the world the inventor caught one 
of these birds that measured 18 inches from 
tip to tip, and, training him, was able to 
etudy his methods of flight and soaring 
abilities. This knowledge he has used to a 
great extent. 

The machine of which he has the great- 
est hopes he calls his ‘“‘condor.”’ It ts fitted 
with two sets of wings and an immense 
tail. It is mounted on bicycle wheels and 
equipped either with an electric or gasoline 
motor. When ready to fly Whitehead has 
the machine run along the ground for some 
little distance, when it begins to rise and 
soar away. With a first-class motor, he 
says, the machine can sail at the rate of 50 
miles an hour. 

“The machine,” he sald yesterday tn de- 
scribing ig, “has four movable wings shaped 
like thove of the condor. The wings are in

Pauly was insane on airships, and in De- 


cember, 1896, he announced the completion 
of a machine Which he thought would solve 
the problem of aerial navigaNion. It was 
designed to travel against the wind by tack- 
ing, and the motive power was to be sup- 

lied by air currents and propellers operated 

y naphtha or gasoline engines. In case of 
accident to the engine the machine could 
be converted into a huge parachute. 

Pauly constantly dreamed of this machin 
and every cent he could spare was expend 
in improving it. Last August he went to 
Charles Schelle, his friend, and told him of 
his straitened circumstances. Schelle gave 
him a home. Since that time he worked oc- 
casionally at the Union Iron Works and 
other places, but his mind was always ab- 
sorbed by his airship, which he considered 
one of the eatest inventive achievements 
of modern times.

CHICAGO, March 56.—Don B. Adams, a 
Texas inventor, now a resident of Chicago, 
says he has constructed a model fiying ma- 
chine, which he has made to perform al- 
most every evolution he desired. Arrange 
ments ane being made to construct a ma- 


chine capable of carrying 800 pounds weight, 
with which he will continue his experi- 
ments in the open air, exposed to varying 
winds. The question of equilibrium will be 
solved, says the Tribune. 

The Adams airship, indeed, seems more 
reasonable than most of the devices which 
have come before the attention of the pub- 
lic. For shape and means of locomotion 
the inventor has gone back to first princl- 
pleg and copied closely the model] of the 
crow. The working model consists of an 
aluminum body about four feet in length 
and weighing four pounds, constructed in 
the form of a bird's Doar. It ts divided 
into two compartments, the upper one of 
which is the gag tank, which furnishes the 
lifting medium. In the completed airship 
apparatus for generating gas and dynamos 
for furnishing the power to move the wings 
will be stored. 

The wings of the airship are two in num- 
ber. In the model they extend about six 
feet from tip to tip. ‘They are of peculiar 
construction, consisting of cloth, s0 ar- 
ramged that the folds are fot unlike the 
feather of a bird’s wing. Coenplicated de 
vices give them all the motions possessed 
by the birds of the air, and this motion is 
transmitted by strong rods, which move up 


jecting from the top of the ship. With this 
equipment the model has been made to 
rise and fall and move forward at the will 
of the inventor. 

The steering apparatus is placed at the 
front of the ship. It is a plane, capable of 
being moved at any angle, and its resist- 
ance to the air causes the vessel to respond 
naturally to its influence. The motive pow- 
er, in addition to the wings, is a large pro- 
peller at the stern. There are numerous 
other mechanical devices for transmitting 
and controlling the uge of power and the 
movements of the wires, but they are not 
disclosed, owing to the fact that patents 
have not yet been secured.

When torpedoes are of the movable kind they are 
called automobile torpedoes. 


HERE was a time, and it was not so long 
ago, when torpedoes aroused the liveliest 
horror amid European nations. They were 

called .barbarous engines of war, infernal ma- 


chines which the law of nations should prohibit. 

It may be that this was because the torpedo was 
an American invention. It was first used in war- 
fare by the Confederates during the rebellion, and 
it was found to be of extraordinary value. The 
Coufederates brought their torpedo service to a 
high state of perfection, considering the circum- 
stances. But their engines were crude enough 
compared with those of the present day, which 
pluy.an important part imevery navy in the world. 

Formerly_by a torpedo was understood a water- 
tight case in which was stored some explosive, 
usuglly gunpowder, which was exploded on con- 
tact with an enemy's vessel. To-day there are 
torpedoes for water, for land and for air. 

The modern torpedo is a case filled with dyna- 
mite, gun cotton or other high explosive that may 
be exploded at the will of the controlling party, 
on land, in the air or in the water, or by contact 
with. the enemy’s vessel.

She has gsufficient population and, theoretically, 
that is the prime qualification for statehood. 
We cannot consider the character of the popu- 
lation—it is immaterial whether it is good or 
bad. Color and nationality are not barriers. 
When a territory has the population it has the 
right to be a State, and, if Cuba is annexed, it 
will be contrary to all precedent to deny to 
her the high privilege of governing herself. She 
has 1,500,000 inhabitants and many of our States 
have a much smaller population than that.” 

The Constitution of the United States does 
not say what population a Territory can have 
before it can become a State, and a careful 
study of the acts of Con- 
gress, creating States out 
of Territories, shows that 
the number of inhabitants 
of a new State has been 
a secondary consideration. 

When it was admitted into the Union, Louis- 
lana had a population of 127,000; Texas, 202,000; 
California, 92,597; Washington, 349,000; Utah, 
249,000, and Idaho, 84,385. However no State has 
been admitted with a population of less than 
60,000. 

In recent years the admission of States into 
the Union has been prompted by partisan con- 
siderations. This accounts for the fact that 
statehood has been given to @ small Territory 
like Idaho, with a population of 85,000, and de- 
nied to a large one like New Mexico, with a

At the crematories a human body ts con- 
sumed at a temperature of about 1800 de- 
grees in less than one hour, eo that noth- 
ing but a mere ash. ig left. 

Henry Norton is manager of the Caronde- 
let works. Here is his description of the 
process: 


“We have a patent on the process, and 
have no desire to conceal {ts workings from 
the public. It is so simple that the only 
wonder ig it was not discovered years azo. 

“A cylindrical furnace, 2 feet high and 
58 inches in diameter, is used. On operat- 
ing days a fire is lighted in this furnace at 
5 o’clock !n the morning. It Is fed with the 
finest Pennsylvania coke. In five hours the 
heat is terrific. We are then ready to com- 
mence work, 

“The material used is ordinary Missouri 
granite, mixed with small quantities of 
limestone. This mixture ts thrown in ten 
bushels at a time. 


“When the stone fs heaved into this ter- 
rible heat it becomes converteli almost in- 
etantly into a stream of lava, just as hot 
and just as dangerous, if at Mberty, as that 
which burned Pompeii and Herculaneum 
from the sight of man 1800 years ago. 

“After being thoroughly disintegrated 
it flows into a trough arranged at the bot- 
tom of the furnace, 

“After running through that short pas- 
sage it drops in a molten stream, half an 
inch in diameter, in front of a powerful 
steam blow-pipe. 


“There it is struck by a strong current of 
air and hurled in a million eparks through 
a circular opening into a cooling room. 

“The sudden change from 3800 degrees to 
the nominal temperature of 98 degrees works 
a wonderful change, and the fiery sparks 
are precipitated to the floor In white, fleecy 
fibers, which resemble the goft, yielding 
down of the swan, 


“This transformation presents one of the 
most beautiful spectacles ever witnessed by 
the human eye. 

“At the end of the room is the furnace, @ 
great mass of fire, emitting countless par- 
ticles of molten rock. 

“All around—on the walls, on the celling— 
is a white, specter-like shroud. ‘The air is 
filed with the newly-made wool, falling 
like snow. )

“The principle by which stone ts convert- 
ed into wool is very similar. The refuge 
falls to the floor in particles not larger than 
No. 6 shot. The quantity is surprisingly. 
small. Almost every portion of the stone is 
utilized. After a day’s burning there is 
scarcely a shovelful of waste matter. 


“One pecullar feature about our business 
is that we can work only three days a 
week. The heet is so intense that the fire 
brick lining is Durnt out of the furnace 
every time a fire is started, and it takes a 
day to replace it. 

‘“‘Wool made from granite is chiefly used 
as an insulator against heat and cold.

“Tn another case a frail girl of 12 years 
was compelled to de the washing for a 
family of six. When her father came home 
drunk he would slap her In the face with 
the wet clothes and beat her and the rest 
of the children with this heavy rope. 

“The cases of cruelty we meet with are 
almost beyond the belief of persons ac- 
customed only to the tender side of life, 

“In a great many instances there was no 


prosecution, but matters were so adjusted 
that there was no danger of a repetition of 
the cruelty discovered. 

“We hesitate to prosecute parents, often- 
times, for we believe that the children may 
have cause to regret it some day, and ex- 
cept in extreme cases we are content with 


removing children from unwholesome sure + 


roundings. 

“The weapon most commonly used by in- 
furlated parents is the broomstick, prea 
bly because it is the handiest. 

“While we are not always able to pre- 
vent these extreme and unnatural cruelties, 
we find that our influence acts as & COD- 
stant check on people who might give way 
to their temper and cause thelr animals 
or children to suffer, were they not kept in 
fear of the law.”

At 1922 North Broadway a sign bears the 
legend “The J. Milton Turner Manufactur- 
ing Establishment.”” Many of those who 
have seen it are not aware that the proprie- 
tor is the same J. Milton Turner who was 
Minister to Liberia in Grant’s administra- 
tion. 

How Mr. Turner came to engage in the 
machinery line is a good story in itself. He 
is a etartling example of the changes in 
conditions in the last 30 years, and the man 
who caused him to become a machinist is 
a contradiction of the accepted theory that

She was using the hemmer attachment. 
Presemily she took that off and put on a 
pleater. 

That gave him ap idea. There were ma- 
chines to do all kinds of farm work, but 
not one had yet thought of a multiplex ma- 
chine which would do all kinds. It was 12 
years ago when this idea entered his head. 
He has worked on it ever since. He has 
now perfected his machine. J. Milton 
Turner became interested in it a year ago 
and he started a machine and pattern 
making shop in St. Louis to make a com- 
plete machine. Now he has one complete. 
Next month his foreman, John Johnson, c 
will take it to Charleston, where a field 
trial] will be gfven it. 

The machinery is like mothing else seen 
in the agricultural implement line. It is 
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built on the inventor’s original idea gleaned r? 
from the sewing-machine attachment. It 
is not a machine to do everything at once. 
It does almost everything, but only one 
thing ata time. It is equipped with a num- 
ber of attachments. They can be put on 
and taken off at will. 

To-day the machine is a wheat driller and 
planter. A, rod turned by a sprocket chain 
drops the wheat. It is fed automatically. 
The planter will plant rye, oats, barley 
or wheat with equal impartiality. 

To-morrow another attachment makes it 
an ordinary driller, equipped with eight 
4rilils, any one of which can be raised 
by a hand lever worked by the driver, to 
avoid rocks and stumps. 

Next it is @ corn planter. It is provided 
with a sliding shutter, which covers five 
apertures. By moving the adjustable ghut- 
ter frcm one grain to fivé may be deposited 

in each hill at will, 

The machine can be converted into a 
grass mower by attaching a scythe blade 
to a frame with five bolts like the ordinary 
mower. 

it can be made into ea cultivator. From 
two to eighteen cultivators can be at- 
tached to the frame. The driver can move 
these laterally by a treadle 60 ase to avoid 
cutting into growing plants, and all the 
cultivators can be raised from the ground 
simultaneously by one motion of the lever. 

As a cotton planter the machine performs 
five different functions at once. It levels 
and opens the furrow, drops the seed, covers 
it, and behind comes a roller which rolls ft. 

When the cotton plant has grown and 
needs thinning out, a cotton chopper at- 
tachment is placed on the machine. It is 
a revolving chopper, worked by the same 
gearing as the mower. 

Lastly, it is a potato digger. A flat-blad- 
ed plow digs the potatoes, and a series of 
wooden forks separates the bulbs from the 
earth, leaving them free on the ground as 
the machine passes over them. 

The whole machine ie calculated to cost 
about one-third of what it would require to 
equip a farm with the necessary machip- 
ery. It is made of steel and fron, and can 
be shipped knock down in a small oo

An old blind man in Detroit, Mich., de- 
clared recently that he had eyes in his 
temples, juet above the place where his 
sightiess orbs remained. In trying to ‘e- 
scribe the manner of his unnatural per- 
ceptions he said that the presence of per- 

sons, his approach to a wall or a street, 
were indicated by impressions on the tem- 
ples. He had simply etumbled upon a 
scientific anatomical fact, weil Known to 
all physicians. 

The attention of Dr. Car! Barck, a prom- 
inent St. Louis oculist, was called to the 
Michigan man’s statement and he said: 

“The blind have a peculiar faculty of 
receiving impressions which is undeniably 
a provision of nature. It is usual to say 
the blind have a eurprisingly developed 
touch, meaning thereby only that kind of 
impression which comes from contact by 
means of the fingers. But it is more than 
that. 

“When a man loses his eyesight another 
sense begins to develop. It is what the 
anatomist calis tactile sense, by which pic- 
tures are photographed on the brain 
through the eensitiveness of the skin, 

“All persons have this tactile sense in 
an undeveloped degree. For instance, with 
your eyes.closed and ears stopped, you 
know when a door or window is opened 
admitting a draft of air. You know it by 
the impression it makes on your skin, The 
wearing of clothes hides the surface of 
one’s body except the face and hands, s0 
that the tactile impression is restricted to 
those exposed parts. People who have good 
eyes and ears do not exert that other sepse, 
If they feel a draft of aif they look about 
to see from whence it comes; the blind 
would exercise their tactile power and lo- 
cate it quickly and unmistakably. This is 
why among the ignorant of them they 
fancy they can physically see with their 
faces and hands. 

“Suppose a person approaches you noise- 
lessly and unseen. What is it warns you 
of it? How do you know, in the dark and 
without the slightest perceptible disturb- 
ance, that another persyn has entered the 
room where you are? By means of the 
tactile sense. The currents of air have 
been changed and the difference st@kes 
the uncovered portion of your body, be- 
ing transferred instantly to the brain as a 
pictured impression. 

“I know a blind lady in St. Louis who 
travels all about the city unattended, Only 
a few days ago she was visiting friends 
over in some Illinois pown and she goes 
where she pleases—at some risk to be sure 
—but with serene contentment. She knows 
when she is approaching a wall or other 
obstruction long before you would know it, 
because her tactile sense is abnormally de- 
veloped. Vibrations of the currents of air 
are so many telegraphic messages, touch- 
ing the skin with certain intelligence.

The Cause of Blindness. 
PO most of orhithalmia is the cause of 


—__- 


‘most of the blindness existing to-day. 
It afflicts children soon after birth, 
and every hour's delay js serious. Many 
and many a child loses its eyesight forever 
because he is taken to the specialist too 
late. ; 
‘In 1897 Dr. Lucien Howe read a paper be- 
fore the Medical Society of the State of 
New York in which he said that it was pos- 
sible to lessen thre number of the blind 10 
per cent and incidentally thereby save the 
State over $54,000 a year. This he claimed 
could be brought about by practically wip- 
ing out the disease of purulent ophthalmia. 
“Inasmuch,” said he, *‘as we have learned 
that by certain precautions a great cost to 
the State and the misery of the blind can 
be avoided, it behooves us as practitioners 
invariably to make use of those precautions. 
And, still more, those who will] not should 
be obliged to do so. * * * Shall the injury 
of one generation after another result from 
our negicct? Or shall the Empire State 


take the lead in wholesale legislation again, 
as it has done before? The answer to that 
question depends largely on the medical 
profession of the State. and the consequent 
honor or dishonor will be theirs.’’ 

The disease is due to Infection of the eyes 
at birth. It appears as a redness a few 
days later, and if not properly treated is 
very apt to destroy the sight. The law is 
mandatory upon ail midwives or other per- 
sons, except physicians, who attend women 
in confinement, to report any case in which 
the eyes become red within two weeks after 
birth to some medical authority. If this 
law were strictly enforced it would probably 
reduce the percentage of blindness greatly— 
perhaps 10 per cent, or even more, 

Dr. Howe's proportions of causes of blind- 
ness among 306 pupils of the State Institu- 
tions in New York show that 21.19 per cent 
are due to purluent ophthalmia. A _ fact 
which proves that ignorance on the part of 
the public.has this terrible effect is that 
there is more of it In the country than in 
the cities.

to the intricacies of the brain. It 
is shown unequovically, for exam- 
ple, that a brain cell, which is 
the really important part of the brain, 
actually loses part of its substance during 
action. The brain cells of persons and of : 
animals that have died during a period of 
great exhaustion from overexertion are 
found to be greatly changed from the con- 
dition of the normal cell during times of 
health and vigor. The cell of the exhausted 
brain, instead of being plump and full of 
nervous matter, is found to be hollowed out 
or “‘vacuolated,”’ a cavity within its sub- 
stance having formed and being filled with 
water. This means that a part of the cell 
substance has been actually consumed dur- 
ing the time of brain activity, precisely as 
coal is consumed when one gets heat from 
a furnace. 

It is found, further, that if an animal 
whose braingcells are thus exhausted is 
permitted to rest and to sleep its cells rap- 
idly recuperate, until the vacuolation has 
disappéared, and the cell is practically as 
£00d as new again. This explains why 
sleep is necessary to our existence. During 
waking hours our brains are literally worn 
away, and sleep is the state during which 
the repair shops of the brain make good the 
damage of the waking hours. Thus the 
brain of a person who suffers from insom- 
nia is in the condition of a locomotive which 
is run night and day without going to the 
repair shops; disaster must ultimately re- 
sult.

Brain Active While Asleep. 


It is not sleep alone, however, that rests 
the brain cell, though Heep is absolute 
essential to recuperation of the brain as‘a 


} whole. But not all parts of the brain are in- 


volved in any one kind of mental effort. The 
blood supply of the brain is so arranged 
that by expansion or contraction of dif- 
ferent arteries parts of the brain may be 
flushed with blood and other parts dammed 
off, so to speak, sornewhat as the various 
currents of an irrigated field are regulated 
by the gardener. And as rapid flow of blood 
is essential to great mental activity, this 
means that one part of the brain may be 
very actively at work while another part is 
resting and recuperating. Thus it is that a 
person suffering from brain fatigue may 
leave his desk and go out into the fields 
with a golf stick, or on the highways. with

the overworked cells a chance to rest and 
recupefate, But it must not be overlooked 
that such exercise involves other brain 
cells, Which, in turns become exhausted, 
and that, in the end, for the recuperation 
of the brain as a whole sleep is absolutely 
essential. No recreation, no medicine, no 
stimulant will take its place. The man who 
does not give himself sufficient hours of 
sleep, or who is unable to sleep when he 
makes the effort. is literally burning away 
his brain substance, and can no more keep 
on indefinitely in this way than a locomo- 
tive can run on indefinitely without get- 
ting fresh supplies of fuel. 

In this new ‘view it appears that each 
brain cell is a sort of storage battery, which 
can perform a certain amount of work and

Ilis of Leg Crossing. 

ON'T cross your legs! Not*only is 
|) it*bad form, but the Journal of Good 

Health has made the announcement 
that it is one of the worst things in the 
world for a man or woman. It is particu- 
larly injurious for women to sit with one 
leg swung over the knee of thg,other. 

Many have often wondered how in the 
world they have contracted a_ splitting 
headache or why their feet get so cold at 
times. According to the Journal of Good 
Health these two troubles and a score of 
others are due solely in many cases to the 
common habit of seeking comfort by cross- 
ing the legs. “Cold feet, varicose veins, 
headache, ulcers and countless other 
troubles from the improper circulation of 
the blood in the lower limbs are caused 
by the pernicious habit of crossing the 
legs.”’ 

The reason why such serious diseases fol- 
low the mere crossing of the legs is a pure- 
ly physiological one. If you cross your 
right leg over your left knee you will no- 
tice that the whole weight of the suspended 
right leg is sustained by the left knee, which 
places all of the pressure against that un- 
der part of your right leg between the calf 
and the knee-cap. Now, any school text- 
book on physiology wiil show that just in 
the very spot where all the pressure is 
placed there is a large number of large 
veins, nerves and arteries. 

The mere fact of putting undue pressure 
against this spot in either leg has the ef- 


fect of crowding all these tissues together, 
their walls are clogged up and «the cir- 
culation of the life-giving fluid is materially 
interfered with. Of course the absence of 
a plentiful supply of blood to the legs and 
feet causes them to become so susceptible 
to the cold air that the least draught caus- 
es the feet to become annoyingly cold. As 
a relief it is suggested that one’s feet may 
be put on the rungs of an opposite chair 
when one is not in company, and to facili- 
tate the comfort of visitors and callers, 
numbers of hassocks should be placed in 
every waiting room and drawing room. 

All of our ordinary chairs are construct- 
ed uncomfortably high,.and if upholsterers 
would only reduce the standard height for 
chairs by from two to three inches, sitting 
down would be a much more comfortable 
relaxation than it is now. 

Most persons when sleeping are apt to 
cross their legs in such a manner as to 
produce the results mentioned above. The 
limbs should be nearly parallel, not resting 
one upon the other, and the muscles should 
be always relaxed,

The 
film is simply a strip of thin celluloid coated 
with an emulsion which is sensitive to light, 
In a dark room the film was cut to euch a 
shape that it would lie evenly on the plain 
surface chisled in the Wax mold. It was 
then carefully protected by a double wrap- 
ping of black paper, so that it would not b 
acted upon by common light.. The film to- 
gether with the wax meld, was placed in 
the mouth of the patient and the head held 
perfectly still for several minutes, while a 
heavy current excited the X-ray tube placed 
in front of the face. Although the photo- 
graphic film would be absolutely unaffected 
by ordinary light in Its carefully prepared 
envelope the X-ray readily penetrated the 
envelope and cast on the film a shadow of 
all the parts intervening between the tube 
and film. On developing the film in a dark 
room two emall first teeth were clearly 
shown in the jaw, but their roots were par-

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HERE ts now published for the first 
time in facsimile the accompanying 
letter from Gen. W, T. Sherman to 


*Gen-~ Rawlins, Gen. Grant's Chief of Staff. 


It is of the highest historical importance. 
It is needless to recall to the student of 
American history the intense excitement 
which followed the surrender of Lee, with 
Stanton’s quarrel with Grant over the 
terms ailowed to Lee’s army; then the as- 
sassination - of President 
finality the surrender of Johnston, all within 


the period’ of about two weeks. The terms 
granted to Johnston by Sherman were 
promptiy disavowed by Grant and by the 
War Department. 

By the terms agreed upon between them 
the troops under Johnston were not to be 
cisarmed :or be disbanded. Both armies 
were to maintain the status quo, and every- 
where the belief was expressed that the 
two forces had united in order to march 
upon Washington and thee establish a 
military dictatorship. nh 

That news in one night ran throughout 
the Army of the Potomac and the Army 
of e James, Causing the most Intense ex- 
citement.' Gen. Grant was ordered by the 
new Presidént and the Secretary of War 
to proceed immediately to Sherman's head, 
Quarters ahd diréct operations against the 
enemy afresh. Grant afrived at Raleigh on 
Aprii 24, and on the 26th Johnson §sur- 
rendered a second time, and this time on 
the same conditions as Lee's army. had 
capitulated about two weeks before.

Gen, Sherman wrote a very long letter to 
Gen. Grant on the 28th, protesting against 
the insult contained in Stanton’s builetin 
of April 22, which in effect called Sherman 
a traitor and a rebel sympathizer, and it 
Was on the next day that Sherman wrote 
to Gen, Rawling the letter published here- 
with, in which Sherman justifies himself 
for the course he had pursued. 

This letter, now published by the Sunday > 
Post-Dispatch, is really the first and only 
authoritative explanation 
action of Sherman which has ever been 


given to the pubiic: 


GOLDSBORO, April 29, 3 a. m. 


Gen. Rawlins: 


Dear General—I waited al] day at Raleigh 
and am now here en route to Charleston, 
where I will instruct Gilmour to send Gar.

And who will 
say if we catch him that he will be pun- 
ished? The very men who now how! the 
loudest will be the first to intercede, But 
all this is beneath the dignity of the oc- 
casion, and I for one will not stoop to it. 
We must, if possible, save our country from 
anareny. 

I doubt not efforts wiil be made to sow 
dissension between Grant and myself on a 
false supposition that we have political as- 
pirations, or after killing me off by libels 
he will next be assailed. I can keep away 
from Washington, and I confide in his good 
sense to save him from the influences that 
will surround him there. 

I have no hesitation in pronouncing Mr, 
Stanton’s compilation of April 22 a gross 
outrage on me which I will resent in time. 
He knew I had never seen or heard of that 
dispatch to Gen. Grant himself, and the 
deduction for Stoneman’s order is exactly 
the reverse of the fact or the truth, as an

Can Be Made a Perennial

Hard Work. 


DIFFICULTIES EXPLAINED. 


OU will remember, liebchen, I have 
af told you before what I now repeat— 
that, in my opinion, there is but one 
method, and that is the right one. I really 
believe that if the so-alled methods were 
traced back to their originators it would 
be found that in the main essentials they 
were the same. The trouble is that we 
constantly see and hear self-styled expo- 
nents of a echool who have but imperfectly 
studied their art, and with only a half com- 
prehension of the result they wish and the 
means employed to attain it, seek to show 
und teach others the beauties of their ‘‘sys- 
tem."’ 

Is it any wonder that the public, ignorant 
Dut eecking for kne@™vledge, should seize 
upon the most striking peculiarities or 
Snannerieme of the singer and think it a 
trade-mark of the method? A goed voice, 
properly controlled, used with perfect tech- 
Mique and with mind and heart in its every 
tone, is recognized everywhere as the per-

Any thoughtful teacher 
will soon realize what special training her 
pupil needs But we will consider only the 
natural, untrained voice which has not yet 
had use or time enough in which to con- 
tract bad habits. 

This, my dear, I think will fit your case. 

The popular belief is that for beauty of 
tone we must rely upon the “Italian meth- 
od;"" for nicety of expression upon the 
French, and for breadth and power of 
voice upon the German. Then, too, the 
popular objections to each method are that 
the Italian produces only a florid quality, 
the French a nasal quality of tone and the 
German a guttural. Don’t you see that 
these faults are not with the method, but 
with the singer? 

Now,.sing me a tone. So! The fault is 
with your throat. It should be free and 
relaxed.. I mean the part of the throat 
between the larynx and the mouth. The 
passage from the vocal cords to the roof 
of the mouth should be free and open. Vo- 
calize a tone and the vocal cords become 
tense. Unless you relax the throat the soft 
palate will close over the larynx and the 
tone will be throaty and muffied. 

Then, again, if you try to force the tone 
or to send more breath than the vocal 
cords can set in vibration, the throat be- 
comes contracted and the voice will be 
hard and unpleasant. You will notice that 
you will “tire also, and the voice will 
become husky. Let the voice sing itself. 
Open the throat and aim the tone at the 
top of your head, or any place away from 
the throat. 


The mind has a great deal of influence in 


the placing of tone. Think the kind of tone 


you wish to sing and the vocal organs will 
help you to your desire. Try to feel as if 
your voice were apart from yourself and as 
though you were simply the key which un- 
locked the rush of its melody. Don’t feel 
that you are singing. Don’t make hard 
work of it. It is not singing to shout. 

The singer who understands the Italian 
legato is the better able to interpret the 
heavy Wagnerian roles. But don’t make a 
common mistake. Because you may be a 
lovely cantabile singer, don’t think that you 
are quite ready to undertake dramatic roles 
unless your voice assures you of the fact. 

If you force your voidée to roles unsuited 
to it you will in time lose the rich timbre 
which perhaps has hitherto been the chief 
beauty of your tones. 

You should acquire such control of the 
voice by practice that when you sing a 
theme you may forget all about the mech- 
anism and let yourself feel only the thought 
behind the tones. Your voice from long 
practice will naturally fall in the correct 
lines, and you may give yourself up to the 
feeling which you are trying to express. 
First you want a perfect ingtrument and 
then the ability to play it. Your technique 
must be flawless, but you must not lose 
fight of the main object of singing, which 
is to give forth a sentiment in the most con- 
vincing way known to harmony. 

You have noticed that I have tald much 
etress in all my talks ‘with you wpon the 
necessity for a proper comprehension of the 
composer's meaning and the ability to in- 
terpret it, which Means that you must use 
intelligence and expression in your werk. 
The cotmposer of any good theme alweys 
has some reaton for the time that he 
chooses and the changes of time. These 
eapressions Of his meaning are indicated in

If you sing a composer’s notes, sing 
his tempo. Otherwise you are not doing 
him justice. . 

Never mind if it.takes you weeks and 
months to accomplish one good, full, round 
tone. The time is not wasted, even if that 
is all you have gained. In reality you have 
made a great step toward the attainment 
of good singing. To do one thing well, you 
know, overcomes innumerable obstacles 
when attempting other and greater things. 

Above all, don’t force yourself to prac- 
tice any more than you would force the 
tone. Never sing when you are tired. Never 
practice so long that you become tired. 
Sing because you would rather do that 
than anything else In the world. Then your 
notes will be full, round and joyous. Never 
permit them to be anything else. The nat- 
ural voice, naturally, intelligently devel- 
open § a perfect creation.+ 

Remember that your teacher can simply 
advise and guide you. The work must be 
done by yourself, I do not mean by this 
that you are to practice continually with- 
out guidance. Not at all. Until you know 
thoroughly what you are trying to do and 
the means employed for that end, I believe 
it is better not to utter a note except under 
careful supervision. But you must co-oper- 
ate with.your teacher. 

If you are resolved that the cultivation 
of your voice is to be your chief object in 
life, then stick to it with unwavering te- 
nacity. Let this take precedence of every- 
thing. Shape your life with this result 
in view.

LONDON, Mareh 5.—The Queen will hold 
a privy council on Monday and clear up 
e@rrears of business before starting for the 
Riviera on Wednesday.

Bud Eagan says that St. Louisais pre- 
pared for war. 

Bud is the general in command of the 
Newsboys’ Battery Regiment, an organiza- 
tion that is best known in the vicinity of 
Deer street and Easton avenues. 

Bud is not over 14 years of age and he 
says that he isa greAt newsboy. He is the 
organizer of the military movement; has 
read all about the Maine disaster in the 


papers and believes that war should be de- 
clared. 

There are other boys who side with Bud. 

John Murhpy, aged 12, who lives at 4612 
Easton avenue, is colonel of the infantry 
company; Wiiliam Haley, 10 years, who 
lives on Deer avenue, is chief cavalry offi- 
cer. 

Will’s brother Clifford, age 12, is also in 
the cavalry. 

The boys have daily drills at the “fort” 
erected on the northwest corner of Deer 
and Easton avenues, just opposite from the 
Fifth District Police Station. It is in a one- 
story frame, with a 50-foot front, rented 
by William P. Haley, newspaper agent, for 
whom the lads sell papers. 

A “degerted’’ telegraph pole sawed in 
three parts, daubed with black paint and 
mounted on old wagon wheels, are formid- 
able looking as cannons, ‘They occupy 4a 
commanding position from the roof of the 
low build.ng. Soft clay rolled and hard- 
ened, looked like real cannon balls. ; 

There are humerous flags, and a “straw’ 
man, with a broom handle and blue coat, 
looks like a real sentinel.
